Ladies  e.nd  Centlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the  Port 
Health  Authority  for  the  year  19^2 . 

Statistics  of  shipping  entering  the  Port  and  of  passenger  traffic  during 
the  year  show  a further  increase  and  illustrate  the  present  trend  in  the  work 
of  the  Fort  Health  Department  generally. 

much  additional  work  was  required  in  preparation  for  the  Commonwealth 
limmi grants  Act,  1962,  v/hich  came  into  opera-tion  on  1st  July.  Details  of 
activities  subsequently  involved  are  included  at  the  end  of  the  Section  of 
the  Report  dealing  with  Aliens  Medical  Inspection. 

Ihe  occurrence  of  smallpox  in  the  Country  earlier  in  the  year  also 
added  considerably  to  the  work  of  the  Department,  requiring  extra  vigilance 
over  arrivals  from  infected  areas  and  the  discharge  of  other  cornLiitments 
Vv'hich  included  frequent  assistance  to  intending  travellers  in  connection  with 
vaccination  requirements  abroad. 

Twenty-seven  cases  of  infectious  disease  involving  twenty-seven  ships  were 
dealt  with  on  arrival.  Sanitarj?-  conditions  on  board  were  satisfactory  as  was 
the  case  generally  in  practically  all  vessels  inspected  during  the  year. 

In  a few  instances  however  samples  of  water  from  ship’s  tanks  shovred 
evidence  of  contaminati®n.  This  v/as  speedily  remedied  and  subsequent  samples 
proved  satisfactory. 

Lore  than  1,000  cargoes  amounting  to  67,883  tons  of  foodstuffs  were  dealt 
with  under  the  Ftiblic  Plealth  (imjported  Food)  Regulations  during  the  year. 
Approximately  2y  tons  consisting  of  fruit  and  vegetables  were  condemned  as 
unfit  for  hionan  consumption,  while  28  samples  of  various  imported  foodstuffs 
were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst. 

I have  to  thank  H.M.  Customs  and  IimTiigration  Authorities  and  all  other 
Departments  associated  ‘with  the  work  of  the  Port  Health  Authority  for  their 
co-operation  and  assistance  throughout  the  year.
